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Superintendent's Report 


ee Sr ee 


To the School Committee of Whately: 


I herewith submit my first report as Superintend- 
ent of the Whately schools. Having so recently. come 
to this district, I hardly feel that I should make a de- 
tailed report at this time. I can however report on 
one thing that has claimed my attention since the first 
time that I examined a school register, I refer to the 
matter of attendance. The record at West Whately is 
the best and does not show excessive absence or tardi- 
ness. The returns as compiled at Whately Center are 
not quite as good and could be improved upon mate- 
rially. Kast Whately shows an excessive and wholly 
unnecessary number of absences and_ tardinesses. 
Such a condition is deplorable for several reasons. 
First, the children are deprived of a large amount of 
schooling that should be theirs during the years pre- 
ceding the age of fourteen or even sixteen years. A 
loss sustained during those years will not be made up 
because the tendency has proved to be toward leaving 
school as soon as possible in order to begin work. 
Second, the community suffers as a whole when an 
appreciable per cent. of its rising generation are un- 
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der-schooled. This result may not be seen today or 
tomorrow but it is sure to be felt in the long run. 
Third, the disadvantage under which teachers work 
when the attendance is irregular can not be overcome 
during the few weeks that the attendance may be 
good. It is unreasonable for parents to expect that 
results can be secured equal to those obtained in 
schools with regular attendance The greatest trouble 
will come at the point where the pupil finishing the 
grade work attempts to take up the work of the high 
school. Investigation of this situation by your su- 
-perintendent has borne out this fact. 


School Legislation 


For the information of the citizens of Whately 

_ and the public in general the following abstracts from 

the laws of Massachusetts are included in this re- 
port. 


Registration of Minors 
(Chapter 102, General Acts of 1916) 


‘<The school committee of each city and town 
- shall ascertain and record the names, ages and such 
other information as may be required by the board of 
education, of all children between five and seven years 
of age, of all children between seven and fourteen 
years of age, of all children between fourteen and six- 
teen years of age, and of all minors over sixteen years 
of age who cannot read at sight and write legibly 
simple sentences in the English language, residing in 
its city or town. Whoever, having under his control 
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a minor over five years of age, withholds information 
sought by a school committee or its agents under the 
provisions of this section or makes a false statement 
relative thereto, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than fifty dollars. Attendance officers or the at- 
tendance department, under the direction of the school 
committee and superintendent of schools, shall have 
charge of the records required by this section, and 
shall be responsible for their completeness and accur- 
acy. A card, as prescribed by the board of education, 
shall be kept for every child whose name is recorded 
under the provisions of this section. — Principals, 
teachers and supervisory officers shall co-operate 
with attendance officers in the discharge of their du- 
ties under this act. i 


An Act Relative to Compulsory Edueation. 
(Chapter 81, Acts of 1915). 


‘‘Hivery child between seven and fourteen years 
of age, every child under sixteen years of age who 
does not possess such ability to read, write and spell 
in the English language as is required for the com- 
pletion of the fourth grade of the publie schools of 
the city or town in which he resides, and every child 
under sixteen years of age who has not received an_ 
employment certificate as provided in this act and 
is not engaged in some regular employment or busi-

ten permission of the superintendent of schools of the 
city or town in which he resides to engage in profit- 
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able employment at home, shall attend a public school 
in said city, or town or some other day school ap- 
proved by the school committee, durimg the entire 
time the public schools are in session but such attend- 
ance shall not be required of a child whose physical 
or mental condition is such as to render attendance 
inexpedient or impracticable, or who is being other- 
wise instructed in a manner approved in advance by 
the superintendent of schools or the school commit- 
tee. The superintendent of schools, or teachers in so 

far as authorized by said superintendent or by the 
school committee, may excuse cases of necessary ab- 
gence for other causes not exceeding seven day ses- 
sions or fourteen half-day sessions in any period of 
six months. 


‘‘Byery person having under his control a child 
as described (above) shall cause him to attend school 
as therein required and, if he fails for seven day ses- 

gions or fourteen half-day sessions within any pe- 
- riod of six months while such control obtains, to 
~ eause such child so to attend school he shall, upon 
complaint by an attendance officer and conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than twenty 
~ dollars a2 | . 


Employment of Minors under Fourteen. 


‘‘No minor under fourteen years of age shall be 
employed or permitted to work in or about or in con- 
nection with any factory, workshop, manufacturing, 
mechanical or mercantile establishment, barber shop, 
bootblack stand or establishment, public stable, ga- 
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rage, brick or lumber yard, telephone exchange, tele- 
graph or messenger office or in the construction or 
repair of buildings, or in any contract or wage earn- 
ing industry carried on in tenement or other houses. 
No minor under fourteen years of age Shall be em- 
ployed at work performed for wage or other compen- 
sation, to whomsoever payable, during the hours when 


the public schools are in session or shall be employed 


at work before half past six o’clock in the morning or 
after six o’clock in the evening.”’ 


Kmployment of Minors under Sixteen 


‘‘No child between fourteen and sixteen years of 


age shall be employed or be permitted to work in, 


about or in connection with any factory, workshop, 
manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establish- 
ment unless the person, firm or corporation employ- 
ing such child procures and keeps on file accessible 
to the attendance officer of the city or town, to agents 
of the board of education, and to the state board of la- 
bor and industries or its authorized agents or inspect- 
ors, the employment certificate as hereinafter provid- 
ed issued to such child, and keep a complete list of 
the names and ages of all such children employed 
therein conspicuously posted near the principal en- 
trance of the building in which such ehildren are em- 
ployed: provided, however, that. children who are 
over fourteen but under sixteen years of age shall be 
permitted to work in mercantile establishments on 
Satur days between the hours of seven in the morning 
and six in the evening, without such certificate. On 
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termination of the employment of a child whose em- 
ployment certificate is on file, said certificate shall be 
returned by the employer within two days after said 
termination to the office of the superintendent of 
schools from which it was issued.’’ 


Employment of Minors between Sixteen and 
Twenty-One. 


‘No child who is over sixteen and under twenty- 
one years of age shall be employed in a factory, work- 
shop, manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile es- 
tabliishment unless his employer procures and keeps 
on file an educational certificate showing the age of 
the child and his ability or inability to read and write 
as hereinafter provided. Such certificates shall be 
issued by the person authorized by this act to issue 
employment certificates. 

‘‘The person authorized to issue such education- 
_al certificates shall, so far as is practicable, require 

the proof of age stated in section fifty-eight. He shall 

examine the child and certify whether or not he poss- 
esses the educational qualifications enumerated in seec- 
tion one of chapter fifty-four of the Revised Laws, as 
amended. Every such certificate shall be signed in 
the presence of the person issuing the same by the 
child in whose name it is issued.’’ 


Minors Under Sixteen 
(Chapter 831, Acts of 1913)- 
‘‘No minor under sixteen years of age shall be 
employed or permitted to work in operating or as- 
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sisting in operating any of the following machines: 
(1) cireular or band saws, (2)) wood shapers, (3) 
wood jointers, (4) planers, (5) picker machines or 
machines used in picking wool, cotton, hair or any 
other material, (6) paper-lace machines, (7) leather 
burnishing machines, (8) job or cylinder printing 
presses operated by power other than foot power, (9) 
stamping machines used in sheet metal and tinware 
or in paper or leather manufacturing or in washer 
and nut factories, (10) metal or paper cutting ma- 
chines, (11) corner staying machines in paper box 
factories, (12) corrugating rolls such as are used in 
corrugated paper or in roofing, or washboard facto- 
ries, (18) steam boilers, (14) dough bakes or erack- 


er machinery of any description, (15) wire or iron | 


straightening or drawing machinery, (16) rolling mill 
machinery, (17) power punches or shears, (18) wash- 
ing or grinding or mixing machinery, (19) calender 
rolls in paper and rubber manufacturing or other 
heavy rolls driven by power, (20) laundering ma- 
chinery, (21) upon or in connection with any danger- 
ous electrical machinery or appliances, or near mov- 
ing and dangerous belts, gears, ete., or on scaffolding, 
in heavy work in building trades, or in stripping, as- 
sorting, manufacturing or packing tobacco, or in tun- 
nels, or in a public bowling alley, or in a pool or bil- 
lard room. Shall not operate elevators.’’ 


Minors Under Eighteen 


‘‘No minor under eighteen years of age shall be 
employed or permitted to work: (1) in or about blast 
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_ furnaces; (2) in the operation or management of hoist- 


ing machines; (3) in oiling or cleaning hazardous ma- 
chinery in motion; (4) in the operation or use of any 
polishing or buffing wheel; (5) at switch tending; (6) 
at gate tending; (7) at track repairing; (8) as a 
brakeman, fireman, engineer, motorman or conductor 


upon a railroad or railway; (9) as a fireman or en- 


gineer upon any boat or vessel; (10) in operating mo- 
tor vehicles of any description; (11) in or about es-_ 
tablishments wherein gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, dy- 


~namite or other high or dangerous explosive is man- 


ufactured or compounded; (12) in the manufacture of 
white or yellow phosphorus or phosphorus matches; 
(13) in any distillery, brewery, or any other establish- 
ment where malt or alcoholic liquors are manufac- 


_ tured, packed, wrapped or bottled; (14) in that part 


of any hotel, theater, concert hall, place of amusement 
or other establishment wkere intoxicating liquors are 
sold. The provisions of this section shall not prohib- 
it the employment of minors in drug stores.”’ 


Hours of Employment 
(Under above conditions) 
(Chapter 831, Acts of 1913) 


‘“‘Children between 14 and 16 may work not more 
than 8 hours in any one day, 6 days in any one week 
and 48 hours in any one week, and may not work be- 
fore 6.30 A. M., or after 6 P. M. (Time in compulsory 
attendance in a continuation school must be counted 
in hours of labor).’’ 
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‘‘Boys 16 to 18; girls 16 to 21 may work not 
more than 10 hours in any one day, 54 in any one 
week, 6 days in any one week, and not before 5 A. M., 


or after 10 P. M., and in textile industries not after 
6, PMY 


Habitual Absentees. 
(Chapter 46, Section 4, as amended by Chapter 330, 
Acts of 1903, and by Chapter 220, Acts of 1904). 
“*A child between seven and sixteen years of 
age who may be found wandering about in the streets 
or public places of any city or town, having no law- 
ful occupation, habitually not attending school, and 


rowing up in idleness and ignorance, shall be deemed 
pa S ; 


to be an habitual absentee, and, unless placed on pro- 
bation as provided in section 7, may, upon complaint 
by an attendance officer or any other person, and 
conviction thereof, if a boy, be committed to a coun- 
ty truant school, or to the Lyman school for boys, and, 
if a girl, to the state industrial school for girls; but 
if the girl be under twelve years of age shall be com- 
mitted to the custody of the state board of charity, if 
they so request, for not more than two years.’’ 


Habitual School Offenders. 
(Chapter 46, Section 5, as amended by Chapter 330, 
Acts of 1903, and by Chapter 220, Acts of 1904.) 
‘‘A child under fourteen years of age who per- 


sistently violates the reasonable regulations of the 
school which he attends, or otherwise persistently mis- 
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behaves therein, so as to render himself a fit subject 
for exclusion therefrom, shall be deemed to be an 
habitual school offender, and, unless placed on pro- 
- bation as provided in section seven, may, upon com- 
plaint by an attendance officer and conviction there- 
of, if a boy, be committed to a county truant school, 
or to the Lyman school for boys, and, if a girl, to the 
state industrial school for girls; but if the girl be un- 
der twelve years of age she shall be committed to 
the custody of the state board of charity, if they so 
request, for not more than two years.’’ 


Conclusion. 


The aim of every school system should be to have 
better schools year by year. No one person can be 
expected to produce best results single-handed. All 
must co-operate to the desired end—parents, citizens, 
teachers, committee, and superintendent.

To the School Committee: 


The close of the year finds our school buildings in 
the most satisfactory sanitary condition which has 
ever existed in the history of the town.
